LOOKING AHEAD 


The outlock for Grayling during 1929 appears tc be a very 
healthy one and a busy year is given strong indication. 


Just at this time while we are amidst the winter period, a time 
during. which there is a genera] slowness in business, winter sports 
livens the days and bid fair to attract a ‘lot of outdoor enthusiasts 
who enjoy them. The- thrills of former toboggan slides are considet- 
ably paled in comparison with the slide that opened on New Year’s 
day. But few knew the slide was to be ready for use so only a few 
_were on hand to enjoy it. Others who happened out to lock it over 
were disappointed in not being prepared to slide. While a_ little 
shorter than former slides, the new one has a thrilling dip that adds 
far more than what may have been lost in length. However the fact 
that the course is shorter strikes just about everyone as an advantage 
as it eliminates considerable return trip distance, and gives opportuni- 
ty of more frequent trips down the ice-covered track. Also it is claimed 
that the speed is greater. The course runs far out onto Lake Mar- 
grethe, and is to be known as Lake Margrethe Toboggan slide. It 
is built entirely on a public right-of-way, with permission from the 
proper authorities.” There is am aich of electric lights at the take-off 
and the course is lighted its entiie length until it reaches the lake. 
‘The fact that the slide is more than a mile closer to town also adds

PETTY OFFENSES 


Did the legislature make a mistake 
two years ago when it made simple 
assault and. petty larceny circuit 
court offenses, classed as felonies and 
ag such placed in the same class a3 
major crimes?. Many law enforce- 
ment officials believe this to be the 
case. 

Previous to the adoption of the 

_ present crime code these petty of- 
fenses were handled in justice courts 


- and. dt never occurred to anybody that 
thig‘means of disposing of them was 


in any. way ineffective. . 

' Today, the man who, in the heat 
of passion, slaps his neighbor, or the 
poor unfortunate who steals fifteen 
cent’s worth of coal, must undergo 
the. hardship of having his case go 
through two. courts instead of one, 


with extra attorney expense to him- 
self and an additional expense to the 
taxpayers, 

And that is not all. It is the pur- 
pose of the framers of the new crime 
code to relieve the congested condi- 
tion of the courts by providing more 
direct means of bringing offenders to 
justice, yet at the same time they add 
these petty offenses to their dockets 
which, in. many instances, makes a 
shamble of our higher courts. A 
change in this part of the code might 
be worthy ,of consideration. 


JUDGES FOR LIFE 


The 1929 Michigan Jegislature will 
be asked to submit an amendment to 
the state constitution requiring ap- 
pointment for life for judges of the 
supreme and circuit courts, . This 
proposal will come from a‘ Wayne 
county member of the state senate. 
Proponents of this idea believe: it will 
result in. removing judges from 
politics, 

_ Here is a bit of legislative depart- 
ure that should be approached very 
carefully. Political influence very 
rarery touches the hves of circuit 
court judges in the rural sections of 
‘the state, and there is no particular 
burden imposed in compelling them 
te seek re-election every six years. 

We know of no circuit ‘judge in 
Michigan. who will experience any 
rea} difficulty in being re-elected to 
additional terms as long as he re- 
mains sufficiently qualified both as 
to health and mental ability. Even 
with restricted tenure of office there 
have been many instances where 
circuit court judges have sought and 
haart an additional six years on 

{"e btonch after they had reached a 
physical and mental condition. that 
preeluded their giving intelligent and 
satisfactory attention to their exact- 
ing dtties. 

Human nature is pretty near every- 
where the same, and it is only natural 
to believe that with life tenure many 
of the occupants of this most im- 
portant office in our civic life would 
be tempted, because of salary and 
position, to continue on the job long 
after their usefulneas to society had 
come to an end. This is a question 
that will bear most searching Teflec- 
tion. .

: CRIMINAL CODE CHANGES 


The 1929 session of the Michigan 
legislature will undoubtedly witness 
many attempts to revamp the crim- 
‘nal code laws passed during’ the 
!cvislative session two years ago. 

Efforts will be made to make viola- 
tions of the prohibition laws mis- 
demeanors instead of felonies,. fourth 
conviction. of which makes. mandatory 

life. sentence. ‘ Many. clear-thinking 
ipeople believe this inflicts too severe 
\ penalty. in proportion to: the crime. 

The legislature should proceed care- 
fully_in_ this direction. If the: law 
making body of the state is in earnest 
regarding enforcement of the  pro- 
hibition laws they will hesitate 
weaken them by reducing the pen- 
alties for violation. : 

Perhaps making first offenses a 
misdemeanor, with subsequent viola- 
tions felonies, might prove some sort 
of a solution that would not work an 
injustice. Certainly the persistent 


Riviolator of the -prohibition laws ‘is 


entitled to no more sympathy than 
any other violator. It ig a situation 
that calls for the best efforts of those 
who make the laws. 


DOUBLE DISCOURTESY

been ejected from the theater. 

It is probably true that a person 
sees more bad manners at places of 
entertainment than elsewhere. A 
certain percentage of the people al- 
ways talk when there :; music or 
speaking to be listencd to. Such an 
act is discourteous to the performers, 
disrespectful to other people who 
came or paid to hear. 

No matter where you go people who 
make a nuisance of themselves ap- 
pear and the better the performance 
the more obvious the discourtesy.

The substance consumed to produce 
the _firefiy’s tight fs. luciferin. The 
shining of fireflies, and of other an- 
imals and plants, used to be called 
phosphorescetice. because it looks like 
the light given off by a piece of rubbed 
phosphorus in the dark. 

But it is not caused by phosphorus. 
Luciferin really imeans “tight-bearer.” 
By ‘itself it does not glow, but a sec- 
ond substance known as luciferase, 
present in all luminous ‘organisms, 
causes it to comblae with oxygen, and 
this makes the luminescence, 


Watermelon Long Known 

According to Master Graves, the wa- 
termelon abounded in Massachusetts 
in 1629, only nine years after the land- 
Ing of the Pilgrims. The Indians lost 
little time adding it to their list of 
cultivated plants. In 1664 the Florida 
tribes were cultivating it in their fietds 
of malze, and oine years later Father 
Marquette found. among the’ western 
tribes melons “which are excellent, es- 
pecially those with q. red seed." The 
tribes on the Colorado river were cul- 
tivating watermelons before the death 
of George Washington. It Is easy to 
see how the watermelon spread 80 
quickly to all parts of the American 
continent, because the seeds can ers- 
ily be carried from place to place and 
planted, and because the Indians 
showed a fondness for. the fruit from 
the beginning. é

Thé seed produced 15,000 
bu hels of excéllent potatoes which 
will be used for seed by other mem- 
bers of the associations.

To Get Good Chicks 

Begin now to give special attention 
to feeding the breeders of the poultry 
tlock,. if. you want early hatches aud 
chieks of good quality, says the L. S. 
Department of Agriculture. The ra- 
tion for breeders should have some- 


what less corn meal and meat scraps 
than that for the 


layers. On the 
other hand, milk, minerals, and green 
feed are of particular importance in 
the breeding ration. It is very de- 
sirable to have an abundance of vit- 
amins in the breeding ration, and 2 
‘quarts of cod-liver oil added to every 
100. pounds of mash will enable the 
‘breeders to utilize the minerals in 
the ration. Direct sunlight is benefic- 
ial and all breeders should be allowed 
outdoors as much as possible. If the 
ground is covered with snow, keep the 
open 
possible. Yearling birds 
usually produce better chicks than 


within certain limits by adjusting the 


‘eream screw or skim-milk screw, vari- 


ous other factors affect the butterfat 
test of cream, says the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry of the U. 8. Depart- 
ment. of Agriculture. A low speed 
of the separator bow! results in a low 
test; the machine should be run at 
the speed recommended by the manu- 
facturer. Another factor is the rate 
of flow through the bow}, a reduction 
in. the normal rate of flow from the 
supply tank to the bowl increasing 
butte: tat test but reducing the 
volume.

Varietal names of corn mean little;

Few people realize that wet leather 
“burns” much more readily than dry 
Jeather and often spoil their shoes 
by putting them while wet’ on_ hot 
radiators, pipes, or stoves. Shoes 
should be dried very slowly in a place 
that is net too hot. They should not. 
become hot to the hand. 


To obtain “prime” muskrat and 
veaver pelts, trapping shculd be done 
during February or March, when they 
are at their best and have no dark 
spots on the flesh side. Pelts of other 
fur bearers are in the best condition 
through December and until about the 
end of January. 


The flavor of the humble onion had 
a place, but it is not in eggs. Avoid 
feeding onions—or any cther highly 
flavored products—to laying hens kept 
in bare yards without access to green 
feed, as under these conditions the 
‘eps produced will taste of the pro- 
ducts. : : 


It costs no more to grow a crop 
adapted to local conditions than it 
does to grow one not adapted to your 
particular locality. If your neighbor 
is growing a crop that does better 
than the crop you have been growing, 
get seed from him and see if it will 
not do as well—or perhaps better for 
you. 

All you need for waterproofing 
shoes is a little petrolatum and. bees- 
wax. Melt the materials together at 
the rate of 1 pound of petrolatum.and 
2 ounces of beeswax and apply the 
grease while warm, but not hotter 
than the hand can bear. Another 
simple formula for the same purpose 
is 4 ounces of cod oi] and 12 ounces 
of tallow. Grease softens rubber, 30 
rubber heels on shoes: should not. be 
treated,
